Until he was suddenly tapped to 
star in the name-role of “Youngblood 
Hawke”, the new Warner Bros.

Ever since a talent scout saw 
him at Yale, Franciscus has been 
active in television (the “Naked City” 
series, the “Mr. Novak” series, many 
one-shots.)

highly respected actress in French 
films and renditions of the great 
plays of French dramatic literature. 
She is married to a Parisian banker 
able to keep her looking richly clas- 
sical, and she has two very small 
children. When she arrived in Holly- 
wood, she brought her children, a 
vast collection of Nina Ricci gowns 
and boxes and boxes of jewelry.

Cinema Biggie Daves

Movie Extra Days 


Delmer Daves today is one of 
Hollywood’s top  producer-director- 
writer personalities but he hasn’t 
forgotten his own era as a film extra 
and he goes out of his way to show 
professional hospitality to what are 
known as “atmosphere people.” 

While making “Youngblood 
Hawke”, the new Warner Bros. 
drama which opens ..... at the. *.. 
Theatre, Daves used no fewer than 
400 extras for various scenes. He also 
had a top cast of 26, including stars 
James Franciscus, Suzanne Pleshette 
and Genevieve Page. But before film- 
ing started, he called together the 
extras, told them the whole story of 
the picture and explained the direc- 
tion it would take. He also intro- 
duced his principals to the ‘“atmos- 
phere people’, and then gave a de- 
tailed explanation to each extra of 
his or her particular function in a 
particular scene. Such gallantry cost 
Warner Bros. nearly $14,000 a day 
for the time of the extras that wasn’t 
being put into the camera, but Daves 
felt he got his money’s worth. “I 
think extras have every right to be 
included intellectually in the activity 
on the set, and to be shown dignified 
treatment,” he says. “Also, let’s face 
it—knowing what it’s all about helps 
improve their performances. 

“I remember that when I worked 
as an extra,” he continues, “I would 
come on the set and be told by an 
assistant to sit. down and look in 
one direction or another, At the end 
of the day I would collect my pay. 
I would leave without having the 
remotest idea of what had gone on.”

The husband’s plan succeeds, and, Photo 5, when Youngblood has been crushed finan- 
cially, the author realizes that the rich and dazzling world of New York which 
seemed his domain has really destroyed him. He returns to the Kentucky hills to 
finish a book he must deliver in order to free himself of debt. From overwork, he 
grows ill and topples into a stream where he nearly drowns. Photo 6, convalescing

and directed from Herman Wouk’s 
giant-sized best-selling novel first 
serialized in McCall’s Magazine, 
then purchased by Warner Bros. for 
a record. pre-publication price. 
“Youngblood Hawke” is Daves’ 27th 
film as a director and his 16th as a 
writer-director. In recent years, he 
has also functioned as producer. 

The plan given to the Hollywood 
Museum comprised a_ half-dozen 
scholarly black notebooks laden with 
ink sketches of scenes; character- 
analyses in depth; plot details; sche- 
matic arrangements of the technical 
equipment; studies of the sets; charts 
and directives for the assistant di- 
rector, art director, set decorator, 
wardrobe department and _still-pho- 
tography department; and an array 
of notations bearing on various as- 
pects of the production. 

Herman Wouk’s novel ran to more 
than 800 pages in its hard-cover edi- 
tion. To make a film out of it in 
a running - length acceptable to 
the audiences of today, Daves was 
compelled to filter Wouk’s book down 
to a script of some 140 pages. To do 
so he had to combine literally hun- 
dreds of characters into a compact 
group of principals who would carry 
the story-line among themselves. 
Their number at the end came out to 
26. These were emplaced into a 
couple of dozen exteriors and 53 
studio sets. The huge number of sets 
required Warner Bros. to rent space 
from 20th Century-Fox. 


Daves took 49 days to turn Wouk’s 
novel into a scenario. He bounced 
around the Kentucky-West Virginia 
coal-mining area where Youngblood 
is first seen as a truck-driving aspir- 
ing novelist. Then he moved on to 
New York, where Youngbloed makes 
a smashing breakthrough as a writer. 
This was the first time that Daves, a 
scenarist whose credits date back to 
“The Petrified Forest”, wrote a script 
in the actual environs of the story. 

With the scenario completed, Daves 
returned to Hollywood to plan the 
thousands upon thousands of details 
which go into any movie and which 
for “Youngblood Hawke” were mon- 
umental.

Arthur Youngblood Hawke (JAMES FRANCISCUS), rough- 
hewn and indefatigable, steers a coal-truck through the black- 
ened hills of Kentucky during those hours when he is not writing. 
He is one of the “poor” Hawkes, distinguished from the “rich” 
Hawkes, cousins Scotty ((OHN DEHNER) and Glenn (PAUL 
LANGTON), who have built their fortune by slyly stealing miner- 
al rights in property that belongs to the “poor” Hawkes. Young- 
blood’s mother, Sarah, (MILDRED DUNNOCEK), struggles to pre- 
vent further depletion, and bickers with Youngblood to study 
law so that he can protect them instead of wasting his time on 
stories and novels. 

Just before Christmas, a telephone call from New York in- 
forms Youngblood that his novel, “Alms for Oblivion,” has been 
accepted by Jason Prince (LEE BOWMAN), an aggressive and 
money-minded book publisher.

The ads convey the 
turns and twists of the love-triangle through 
“messages” from the principals to one an- 
other. Few readers who catch such ads would 
fail to be intrigued by the implications of a 
“love story’’ out in public via newsprint. It’s 
an effective way to get across to patrons the 
idea of what is in store for them in ‘YOUNG-

BIG TIE-UP WITH McCALL’S: the novel ‘YOUNG- 
BLOOD HAWKE’ was serialized in McCall’s Magazine 
in 1963 in four installments. You can develop a clever 
promotion based on this fact. Tie-up with your local 
McCall's distributor, and start a search for the four 
back-numbers of the magazine in which the novel ap- 
peared. Patrons who find, and deliver to your theatre, 
the four segments of the serial receive prizes of the cur- 
rent McCall's Cookbook, plus transistor radios and passes. 
Those who dig out fewer than the four numbers receive 
lesser prizes. The search is conducted by radio, primarily, 
but with boosts here and there on women’s television 
programs. A sidelight, or secondary, contest asks mem- 
bers of the audience to send in their own sketched con- 
ceptions of how Youngblood Hawke would look, based 
on their reading of the novel. This kind of promotion is 
surefire and should develop interest among women 
patrons. 


FASHION STILLS TO EDI- 
TORS: the film ‘YOUNG- 
BLOOD HAWKE abounds 
in high-style fashions, as 
worn by Genevieve Page, 
Susanne Pleshette, Mary 
Astor and Eva Gabor. What 
more natural way to pick 
up extras in the way of 
publicity than by planting 
fashion stills from the film 
with women’s page and 
fashion editors in your 
community? 
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IDEN EPY sine wOICE = CONTEST: 


from the sound-track pick out the voice of 


James Franciscus speaking a couple of lines 
of 'YOUNGBLOOD' dialogue and then 
tape it to the voices of four other actors 
speaking dialogue from four other pictures. 
The whole thing can be planted on radio 
stations and the public invited to identify 
the voices. Winners receive transistor 


radios and passes as prizes. 


@ "NAME THE NAMES" CONTEST: A 
deejay invites listeners to send in the long- 
est list of names of movie titles which have 
men's names in them. For example: "Hud",
